Pursuant to Article IV, Section 20, of the Constitution of the 
State of West Virginia, the Legislature met at the Capitol build- 
ing, in the city of Wheeling, on the twenty-first day of January, that 
being the third Tuesday of the month, in the year of our Lord 
eighteen hundred and sixty-eight. 

The House of Delegates met in its hall at 11 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, was called to order by the Clerk of the last House, and its ses- 
sion opened with prayer by the Rev. Gideon Martin. 

As required by section 36, chapter 100, Acts of 1863, the clerk 
submitted to the House the certificates received by him respecting 
the elections held in the several counties of the State, on the fourth 
Thursday of October, 1867, for delegate or delegates, and a certifi- 
cate respecting a special election for delegate, held in the county of 
Lewis, on the 7th day of January, 1868, together with the following 
list of the persons appearing thereby to be elected :

Virginia and West Virginia is made according to the provisions of 
the Constitution. 

If, before the amount of the debt of Virginia that West Virginia 
may be required to pay is settled, the Legislature commences 
to assume the debts of Virginia by issuing her bonds in lieu of the 
bonds or indebtedness of Virginia, the consequences would or might 
be greatly injurious. ` 

In our opinion the settlement of West Virginia is with the State 
of Virginia, and not with the creditors of Virginia. 

The committee respectiully asks to be discharged from the 
further consideration of the subject.

2. That the sheriff be made the collector of all township levies 
for school and building purposes, and that he pay the same over to 
the township treasurer. His commission for such collections to be 
five per cent, subject to a reduction of two and one-half per cent 
for prompt payment by the tax payers. 

3. That the office of school commissioner be abolished, and that 
the supervisor, township clerk and township treasurer, in each 
township, be the board of education thereof. 

4, That the compensation of the county superintendent of free 
schools be fixed by the board of supervisors at a sum not exceeding 
three dollars per day for each day actually and necessarily èm- 
ployed by him in the discharge of his dutiés, and not to exceed in 
any county $500 per annum; his account to be verified by him, 
that the number of days therein charged were actually and neces- 
sarily employed by him in the discharge of the duties of his office. 
The act not to affect any superintendent whose salary has already 
been fixed by the board of supervisors of any county. 

The committee would be glad to make a larger reduction in the 
number of officers, but as they ure nearly all provided for by the 
Constitution of the State, they are unable to do so. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.
